DETAILED ACTION 

Applicant's amendment dated 02/28/2008 has been received and entered. By the 
amendment, claims 22-25 and 27-30 are now pending in the application. 
Claims 22-25 and 27-30 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
None of the prior art of record discloses or suggests alone or in combination that a 
method of fabricating a liquid crystal display device comprising a combination of various steps 
as claimed more specifically the steps of dispensing liquid crystal material, coating a sealant 
material and maintaining one of the first and second substrates between the neighboring units of 
the first unit, the second unit, the third unit, the fourth unit and the fifth unit using buffer lines 
disposed between each neighboring units while the other of the first and second substrates is 
processed in the corresponding units in order to synchronize the first and second substrates as set 
forth in claim 22.
